They, are free 
to loot the city and are striking ter- 
ror in the heartg of the whole popu- 

tion, including the foreigners. 

Gen. Tang’ is reported to have 
boarded a Japanese steamer bound for 
Japan. 

Before departing Tang Seng-Chi's 
bodyguard looted a large quantity of 
silver because they had not been pes 
for some time. 


Concessions Barricaded, 

Reports from the former capital of 
the nationalist régime say Japanese 
marines have landed, that the foreign 
copcessions. have been barricaded,.and 
‘that the ‘Chiheése inhabitants of the 
city are moving into the foreign séc- 
tions fér’ protection, The building of 
‘the Chinese Tobacco company in the 
heart of the city was bombed. 

Meanwhile the Nanking nationalists, 
seeking to consolidate their position in 
the Yangtze valley again, are rushing 
on 'Hankow.

Literary Life 


MERGING suddenly from behind the stove in his moun- 
tain retreat at Marion, Va., Sherwood Anderson, the 
novelist, delivers himself of some excellent advice to 
aspirants to his craft. In brief, he tells them to get 
. the best jobs they can find, and hold on to them. It is folly, 
he says, to try to live by literature. The man or woman who 
attempts it is almost invariably driven into hack work— 
for the cheap magazines or for the movies—and hack work 
ruins ten times as many as it helps. | 
looks for some surer and less corroding means of support, 
and so wins the leisure and ease of mind that are necessary 
to the confection of masterpieces. Anderson himself used 
to work for an advertising agency. Now he is buying a couple 


All this is very sound counsel, and I marvel that it is so 
seldom heard from successful writers. Most of them know | 
by bitter experience that it is true. Precious few of them 
get livings out of their first line work—I had almost gaid 
none. In order to feed up for it they have to do al) sorts 
of dull drudgery. They lecture; they write for the Babbitt | 
magazines; they manufacture books for the popular trade;

Writing History of Skyscraper. 

“TI am writing a k of ‘The True

lished all over the world. Patents 
were granted me in the United States, 
Great Britain, Germany, France, and 
other countries in 1888, that gave me 
a braced skeleton of iron, with a ve- 
neer supported on shelves, fastened to 
the skeleton at each Story. 
“While the Honie Life Insurance 
building is only a brick structure, I 
can assure Chicago that it did build 
the first real skyscraper, and this is 
an honor no other city can claim.”

“the Tacoma building is a solid brick 
structure, with cast iron columns and

The reasons for this are based on both 
eommon sense and chic. Heavy materials are of necessity 
bulky, atid only the daintiest of wool will lend itself readily 
40 the demands of fashion for extremely slender and highly 
gupple lines. And from the common sense poing of view 
they are too warm to wear indoors, where steam heat keeps 
winter outside. 
"There are few women among the half a hundred million 
females in the United States who have any particular use 
for a dress, however smart, that can only be worn* outside 
of the house. Vaporous woolens have the necessary trig, 
eld weather cloth aspect, and they are neither too warm 
nor too bulky to be extremely chic. The new fabrics of this 
ave as beautiful as silk and infinitely more practical.

On both sides there was the feeling

tions rather than by deliberated exter- 
mination or seizure. 


Thus in the conflict as it was waged 
and remorseless as it may seem in a 
large view, the Indian was almost 
able to hold his own and the white 
was barely able to get the better of 
him. The outcome could not be in 
doubt, but the ways taken to bring 


some of the greatest doubt not only 
because when the Indians had the 
mountains in front of them and the 
Mississippi river at their backs they 
knew that their case was desperate, 
but because when this midwest terri- 
tory was involved there was a great 
confusion of white purposes. 


A SOURCE OF BITTERNESS 


It “vas British policy when the terri- 


tory was administered as colonial to 


keep the colonists east of the moun- 
tains and out of the northwest terri- 
tory, away from the western lakes 
and the Ohio and Mississippi valleys.
